Every person whose income dur- 
^ ing the year is $600 or more must 
file an income tax return even 
though no tax is due. Gross income 
is total income (subject to tax) be­ 
fore any expenses are deducted. 
A farm er has two choices as to 
when the return is due. If at least 
tv o-thirds of your gross income is 
from farming and your business 
year starts on January 1 you may 
do one of two things: 
^a) File your return and pay the j 
tax on or before Janu ary 31, 1951, | 
or 
(b) File an estimate of your tax ; 
and pay this amount by January I 
15. 1951, then file your return and 
pay any balance due by March 15, 
, 1951. 
Farm ers may report on either 
the cash or accrual basis. Those 
who have never filed a return be­ 
fore have a 
choice of the 
two 
systems, provided adequate records 
have been kept. Those who have 
filed before have 
established a 
basis for filing and cannot change 
to the other without consent of the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue.

As a publicity stunt, he offered 
$5,000 for the honor of sending tho

cable. He offered to finish e x c av a t­ 
ing the ru in s of Pom peii on con­ 
dition he could incorporate th e dis­ 
coveries in his show business. 
At th e age of 60, B a rn u m had 
joined W. C. Coup in the show 
business. L ater his business p a rt­ 
n er w as Ja m es A. Bailey. A fter the 
d eath of both B a rn u m an d Bailey, 
the “G reatest Show on E a rth ” w as 
p u rch ased 
by R ingling B ro th ers

Dulles Pleads 
For Collective 
Security Action 


Denounces “ Rock 
o f G ib ra lta r” Idea 
Posed by Hoover 


NEW YORK. 
Doc. 
30.-J/P)— 
John Foster Dulles appealed to 
the nation last night to build its 
defense on a foundation of col­ 
lective security rather than a Gi­ 
braltar of solitary preparedness. 
The top Republican foreign pol­ 
icy adviser, in a speech before the 
American Association for the U nit­ 
ed Nations, said five years of the 
cold war with Soviet Russia had 
shown that “only as we sought to 
help others could we save our­ 
selves.” 
“Solitary defense is never im­ 
pregnable,” he said in a cloaked re­ 
ply to former Republican President 
Herbert Hoover’s recent demand 
for a revised foreign policy. 
Hoover urged 
that 
the U. S. 
withdraw from Europe and Asia 
and make its oceans the frontiers 
of an American Gibraltar. 
Instead, Dulles suggested an eco­ 
nomic, political and military ring 
around the Soviet world to make 
Russia pay dearly for any new ag­ 
gression. 
Then, the free world will have 
the counter-attack” if all-out war 
comes, Dulles declared. 
However, Dulles admitted 
not every free country on th< 
,of Soviet power can be made 
, against possible Russian assault. 
“To attem pt this would be to 
have strength nowhere and bank­ 
ruptcy everywhere,” he said. 
“The places of assembly should 
be chosen, not as places to de­ 
fend, but as places suitable for 
launching the means of destroying 
the forces of aggression.” 
Dulles, a foreign policy adviser 
to the State Department, told a 
reporter he was speaking for him­ 
self and not in an official capacity. 
He insisted in advance that the 
address was not intended as a 
reply to Hoover’s proposal. 
Nevertheless, 
Dulles obviously 
was thinking of*Hoover w i n he 
said: 
“ It is possible to plan on paper 
and describe in words what it 
seems should be an impregnable 
defense 
a China Wall, a Maginot 
Line, a Rock of Gibraltar, an At­ 
lantic and Pacific Moat. 
“But the mood that plans such 
a defense carries within itself the 
seeds of its own collapse.

For the 
next seven years, while making 
his home in Toas, he had charge 
of two tribes of Utes. When the 
C ivil W ar broke out, he resigned 
and helped organize the First New 
Mexican 
volunteer 
infantry, of 
which he was commissioned lieu­ 
tenant colonel Ju ly 25, 1861, and 
colonel September 20. A fter va r­ 
ious battles with the Indians he was 
brevetted, M arch 13, 1865, a brig­ 
adier general of volunteers ‘‘for 
gallantry in the battle of Valverde 
and for distinguished services in 
New Mexico.” 


In 1866 Carson took command of 
Fort Garland, Colorado. He resign­ 
ed a year later because of ill health. 
He moved to Boggsville, Colorado, 
in 1868 and died M ay 23, 1868, two 
weeks after being taken to Fort 
Lyon.

Filing Tax Return 
Every person whose income dur- 
^ ing the year is $600 or more must 
file an income tax return even 
though no tax is due Gross income 
is total income (subject to tax) be­ 
fore any expenses are deducted. 
A farmer has two choices as to 
when the return is due. If at least 
two-thirds of your gross income is 
from farming and your business 
year starts on January 1 you may 
do one of two things: 
(a) File your return and pay the 
tax on or before January 31, 1951, 
or 
(b) File an estimate of your tax 
and pay this amount by January 
15. 1951, then file your return and 
pay any balance due by March 15, 
, 1951. 
Farmers may report on either 
the cash or accrual basis. Those 
who have never filed a return be­ 
fore have a 
choice of the 
two 
systems, provided adequate records 
have been kept. Those who have 
filed before have 
established a 
basis for filing and cannot change 
to the other without consent of the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue.

& 
Bailey. Childhood memories bring 
back other circus names, but a- 
mong them all tfiat of P hineas T a y ­ 
lor B a rn u m stands out. 
His 
father was 
thriftless, a 
farmer, tailor and ta v ern -k e e p e r 
by turns. In his youth, B a rn u m 
served as b arten d er in his fathe r’s 
tavern; in 
middle age, 
he was 
sought by the crowned heads of 
| Europe and 
welcom ed 
to their 
| courts. He served a jail sentence 
¡because of his beliefs. He practic- 
! ed m ore “h o k u m ” on the believing 
| public than any other 
individual. 
He indulged in flaunting e n t e r ­ 
prises; at oth er times, he pinched 
pennies and haggled over dimes. 
In spite of his obscure background 
and “h u m bug' ventures, he becam e 
know n as the most typical A m e r i­ 
can of 
his day. President G ra n t 
once said, “His n a m e is the best 
know n in the universe.” 
Pranks as a Youth 
B a rn u m was born J u ly 5, 1810, 
in the New 
England 
village of 
Bethel, Conn. While still in th e 
village school B a rn u m traded with 
and played practical jokes on his 
fath e r’s patrons in the tavern. At 
13 ho was employed in a country 
store, whore he met all classes of 
people and played pranks on them. 
He was a tall, lanky lad with dark 
restless eyes an d a quick tongue. 
He shifted from store to store— 
from Bethel to D anbury, and back 
again. At 18 he w ent to Brooklyn, 
N. Y., and worked in a store, then 
w ent into the lottery business. He 
sold unsuspecting customers lots 
on Ivy island n e a r Bethel. It was 
noth in g but a sw amp. 
B a rn u m returned to Bethel and 
went into business with his uncle, 
Alanson Taylor— h a rd w are, crock­ 
ery and notions. B a rn u m startled 
I the 
inhabitants by 
painting the 
small frame building a bright yel- 
i low. When he was 19, he clan­ 
destinely m a rried Charity Hallett, 
| a capable young tailoress, and they 
moved to Danbury,-Conn. 
T h ere B a rn u m bought a small

Ilis I irst Exhibit 
In 1834, B a rn u m moved to Now 
York City. T h ere he hoard of

He 
bought the A m erican Museum in 
New York which he raised as once 
to prosperity by exhibiting a Feejee 
m e rm a id 
m a de of a 
fish and a 
monkey, a white Negro woman, a 
paddle-tail snake, a woolv horse, 
and the first Wild West show that 
New' York had ever seen. 
Three years later, he presented 
a midget, Charles Stratton, and 
raised him to the unofficial rank of 
general. K now n as General Tom 
Thum b, the midget became the 
rage of the country. Shortly B a r­ 
nu m arranged a wedding between 
the General and Lavina Warren, a 
European midget. 
Jenny Lind's Historic Tour 
In 1850 he brought Je n n y Lind 
to the United States for a series 
of 150 concerts at $1.000 a night. 
Tickets were sold at auction, a 
single ticket bringing in one case 
$650. Gross receipts for ninety-five 
concerts exceeded $750,000. Je n n y 
L ind’s tour more or less established 
the custom of importing artists 
from abroad for musical concerts 
and operas in this country, 
B a rn u m built a villa at Bridge­ 
port, Conn., in imitation of the 
Orientalized pavilion which Georg*' 
IV of England had built at Brigh­ 
ton, and lived there with his wife 
and four children while he e n ­ 
gaged in various speculations.

Seems that a man who has spent 
much time below the Rio G ran d e 
studying dogs, ran onto an old 
Indian living in the Llano de los 
Christianos in the State of C hi­ 
huahua. w here this breed is s u p ­ 
posed to have originated. The In­ 
dian told him that 
Chihuahuas 
w ere 
considered talisman dogs, 
goodluek pieces of a sort, and that 
they were particularly useful to 
the gambling and racing fraternity. 
This goes back, the Indian said, 
to Azetc mythology which hr,, a 
god, Macuilxiehitl by name, who 
was the patron of luck u gambling, 
as well as the soure 
of flowers. 
Mac, as this god was commonly 
called, liked dogs and always had 
one at his side when bringing good 
luck to his gambling friends. But 
the god got into trouble because of 
his bad influence on good hus­ 
bands. The suprem e Toetl, the old 
Indian said, th rew Mae in a d u n ­ 
geon to stop the nefarious practice. 
Old Mac was in despair. He sat 
for hours in the d rea ry dungeon 
gazing at the blank 
windowJess 
walls, the huge foreboding door, 
w ondering how he could go on 
helping his 
friends. His 
mystic 
powers could not penetrate through 
the thick walls of the dungeon, the 
property of the suprem e Toetl. 
But suddenly his eve 
fixed on 
the single stream

filtered through the keyhole, w h e n

Fire destroyed 
two of his m u s e u m s —once in 1865, 
and again in 1868. He was an u n ­ 
successful candidate for Congress 
in 1866 so he tu rn ed again to w ri t­ 
ing. In 1866, he published “S t ru g ­ 
gles and T riu m p h s.” 
Seeking new worlds to conquer, 
B a rn u m helped 
build 
Madison 
S q u a re G a rd e n in New York. In 
18il, he housed animals there and 
called it “T h e G re at Moral Show.” 
To prove that it w as a moral show 
he offered free passes to clerics 
and S u n d a y sehoolteaches. It soon 
becam e a traveling show and m e n ­ 
agerie, k n o w n as “1 he Greatest 
| Show on Earth.” T n e tents, cover- 
j ing three acres of ground, could 
I hold ten 
th ousand 
people.

' h u n d red men and 
battalions of 
horses w e ’ • required to transport 
i it throe ,.i the country,

No s n o w m a n ever flooded the 
'co u n try with more wholesale n- 
j musornent. He sent agents th rough- 
i out the world to seek curiosities, 
freaks, an d 
attractions. 
B a rn u m 
, never ca red for animals, not oven 
(logs, vei he imported 
hundreds 
from everywhere. He brought the 
first hip popotam us to this country 
and exihibited him as “Hippo, the 
Sweating B ehem oth of the S c rip -| 
tures.” 
Stranger and Stranger 
He showed barking seals and 
sea lions from Alaska, Italian goats, 
whales, living sharks, 
porpoises, 
sea horses and tropical fish. He in­ 
troduced 
Rom an 
games, chariot 
races, and the firing of Zazol from a 
cannon as well as Fiji cannibals, 
companies of midgets, and freaks 
of every description. He bribed the 
prim e min ister of B urm a with $75,- 
600 and smuggled a white elephant 
(pain ted red and blue for disguise) 
(»lit of the country; he invited the 
i king <if the San d w ich islands to a t ­ 
tend his show at the Hippodrome 
i in New York. Then drove him a- 


round the arena in a 
barouche 
while the crowd cheered; he tried 
to purchase the right to 
exhibit 
Brigham Young. 
As a publicity stunt, he offered 
$5,000 for the honor of sending the 
first message over the 
Atlantic 
cable. He offered to finish e x c a v a t­ 
ing the ruins of Pompeii on con­ 
dition he could incorporate the dis­ 
coveries in his show business. 
At the age of 60, B a rn u m had 
joined W. C. Coup in the show 
business. L ater his business p a r t ­ 
ner was J a m e s A. Bailey. After the 
dea th of both B a rn u m and Bailey, 
the “G reatest Show on E a r th ” was 
purchased 
by Ringling Brothers 
and conducted as a separate unit 
until 
1919 when the two shows 
were combined as Ringling B ro th ­ 
ers and B a rn u m and Bailey. 
The “P rin c e of H u m b u g s ”— a 
m an of contradictions and extrem es 
— died April 7, 1891, but his n a m e 
lives on in the heart of every child
